“ 291A . Painting - Nomotor vehicle other than a motor vehicle registered 
under sub -section (1 ) of section 39 of the Act, shall be painted in Olive Green 
Colour" .

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Explanatory Note

Jurport). 

The Government of India, Ministry of Defence has suggested that dis 
carded military vehicles should be repainted in a colour other than olive green , 
before they are registered under the Motor Vehicles Act so as to prevent un 
authorised entry of such vehicles into military establishments and units and 
also to prevent giving a wrong impression to the public that the vehicle is a 
Defence Department Vehicle, if and when such a vehicle gets involved in an 
accident. 
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
